Our rulers have no right to 
leave the defence of the lives and 
property of foreigners to soldiers who 
are only too ready to turn their jackets 
inside out, and join the mob in looting, 
if there is loot to be had. HE. Liv 
Kun-yi, the present Viceroy at Nanking, 
was sent there on ‘I'séng Kuo-chuan’s 
death, after uine years’ retirement, 
because the governmeut thought it 
dangerous to send any but a Hunan 
man to look after the Hunan braves 
who compose the Nanking garrison; aud 
this shows what Peking thinks of the 
spirit of some of its best troops. - The 
proclamation of which we print a 
translation this morning shows that 
though the outbreak at Wuhu is 
stopped for the present, the Taotai has 
done nothing to overawe its leaders ; 
and we seriously counsel Admiral 
Richards, in the interest alike of the 
foreigners at the river ports and the 


Chinese government, to reinforce the 
very small British squadron in these 
waters. 


THE DEPARTURE OF 
THE CZAREVITCH FROM JAPAN. 
21st May. 
Mr. Tsurviara, Consul for Japan, has 
received, we are courtéously informed, a 
telegram informing him that the Czare- 
vitch left Kobe on Tuesday afternoon 
for Viadivostock, where he will make a 
short stay before starting on his journey 
through Siberia to Russia. H.LH.’s visit 
to Tokio is abandoned in deference to the. 
wishes of the Czar. Before leaving, the 
Czarevitch, with his wonted amiability, 
expressed himself much pleased ‘with 
his visit to Japan, and with the kind- 
ness and sympathy shown him by the 
Emperor, the officials, and the people 
generally. We must all sympathise 
with Japan in the disappointment thé 
news of this decision must have caused.

THE MANIPUR DISASTER. 
21st May. 
‘Tite disaster at Manipur is one of those 
incidents of our occupation of ‘India 
which are sad enough when we consider 
the loss of good. men, Englishmen and 
Goorkhas, involved, but which are not 
of any lasting injury to our power or 
restige. As General Grant said when 
e was here of the Isandlana affair, 
small’ commauds are always liable to be 
cut off in uncivilised or semi-civilised 
countries, without any one being ac- 
tually to blame. ‘The valley of Manipur, 
a little Jarger than Wales and as fertile 
as Southern France, lies between India 
aiid Upper Burma, and was not of very 
much importauce to us until we au- 
nexed Upper Burma. ‘The people though 
Hindoo by creed are not Iudians, te, 
Aryaus, but Mongols—Chinese—driven 
at some period out of Tibet or Western 
China, and living in a state of almost 
absolute savagery. According to’ the 
ectator. they “have no tincture of 
civilisation, not as much as, Tartars ; 
scarcely even know the use of clothes, 
make of murder a social and religious 
duty, no. lad being accepted as a man 
till he has brought in'a human head. 
Manipur,’ once an’ unregarded valley 
on the eastern fringe of our Indian 
empire, is now on the highroad: between 
India and Upper Burma. ‘The object 
of our administration. is to. transfer to 
Upper Burina, which is almost. devoid 
of population, some of the surplus 
naillions who bave sprung into“ being 
in ‘consequence of our, maintenatice of 
order in India, and Manipur is on the 
way between our two possessions. “ We 
have no’ wish’ to’ coerce or control the 
‘little ‘State, but’ we insist on .order 
being maintained in it. 

For sometime Manipur has’ been 
protected by us, and we have kept a 
British Resident ‘there, and in the 
recént disastrous visit of Mr. Quinton 
there. was no idea of aunéxation, or 
even of éxtension of our control.

English coming. No injury caw have 
been done: to our prestige: even the 
uncivilised Manipuris recognise that 
they may. gain a temporary: advan- 
tage over a'small English force, which 
has dared too much under the guidance 
of that audacity which has given us 
Tuddia, but if they do the retribution will 
be speedy ‘and decisive. Here and there 
this audacity, this reliance on our pres- 
tige, cause us to lose a good life or two 
as Has just occurred at Manipur, but 
they and they only enable a few 
Buropeans’ to keep peace and order 
among a fifth of the human race. 

We do not want Manipur, but we 
presume that it will now be added to 
our Indian empire. If the Manipuris 
cut our telegraph wires, and destroy the 
posts with their elephants, we must 
occupy their country. Our recogni- 
tion of this necessity in” our own 
cise should make us’ a little more 
considerate .in dealing’ with the an- 
nexations of’ other Powers.: Our pub- 
licists are too ready ‘to'exclaim if 
France extends her boundaries in North 
Africa or Russia in Asia, but they may 
be just as much compelled to go on 
annexing-as we are; and there is no 
Power that is more constantly absorbing 
the lands of its uncivilised neighbours 
than ourselves. If we are obliged to 
do it, so are they ; and when we ‘com- 
plain of their doing it; they not un- 
naturally retort by calling us hypocrites. 
There is another point. We acknow- 
ledge to the full the value of prestige, 
of-fear in fact, in India; but we:seem 
to be’ losing the recognition ‘of ‘the

Now we learn that the 
foreign naval squadrons are sent out 
here to watch each. other, that they 
are counters in the great game that 
governments play with each other at 
home. This we believe to be a great 
mistake, and we hope that no great 
disaster to foreigners in China will prove 
to our governments that it is a mistake. 


ENGLISH AND GERMAN 

WOOLLMEN.

‘TuE panic that swept over British trade 
a few years ago, and was fomented by 
nearly every British Consul’s trade re- 
port, the apprehension that the Germans 
were rapidly ousting the English from 
their pre-eminence in the. commerce of 
the world, has nearly died out. 'Ger- 
man commerce made a spurt under the 
care of the government, which favoured 
the establishment of subsidised lines of 
steamers and ordered its representatives 
abroad to be commercial as well as 
diplomatic agents. ‘be. increase in 
German trade which followed Juoked 
enormous when calculated by percen- 
tage. A man with a capital of £100 
may turn it in one year into £200, and 
he is making 100 per cent. ‘The man 
with a capital of £10,000 -may only be 
able to turn it in one year into £11,000, 
and he is making only 10 per cent; but 
it would be quite a mistake to imagine 
that the former is doing ten times as 
well as ‘the latter. In the same way 
GaSe over-sea comes was so small 
at the beginning recent move- 
ment that it increased rapidly by very 
large percentages ; but:the total increase 
is not remarkable at all by the side of 
the English figures. The jan. work- 
man works for much longer hours and 
than his English 
fellow; but. still this. does not enable 
the German manufacturer to undersell 
his English competitor in goods: of ‘the 
same quality. 

It was the matured opinion of Mr: 
Brassey, the great contractor, after 
many years’ experience of vast, opera- 
tions in all parts of the world; that 
labour, cheap or dear, was only worth

facturer, has lately adopted, the eight- 
hour day at ‘his works, aud his. ex- 
perience is, and it is confirmed by that 
of others, that his workmen do as much 
and as good, if-not better, work, now, as 
they did when they worked for ten 
hours: ‘These facts, confirm what has 
recently been written to a home paper 
by Mr. Oscar S. Hall, of the firm of 
Messrs. Robert Hall & Sons, of Bury, 
who has lived for some time. in Ger- 
many, and has given particular atte 
tion (we are now drawing on the Man- 
chester Chamber of Commerce Monthly 
Record) to the economic condition of 
the wage-earning. classes, He, deals 
with the textile industries of England 
and Germany; his firm are engaged 
in this industry in England; and 
during his sojourn in Germany he 
spent twelve months in a weavin, 
will in the province of Hanover, an 
six months in the largest weaving mill 
in Westphalia. Wages in Germany are 
about one-half what they are in the 
cotton manufacturing, districts in Bng- 
land, and the hours of work are 70 
against 54 a week. Mr, Hall's conclu- 
sion is: “Give me an English workman 
for 54 hours, and let. those who will, 
have’ the German for 70 hours” The 
English workman is better fed, better 
housed, anid treated better in every way 
than bis German fellow. | ‘There is an 
idea that the German can afford to 
take lower wages thim the Englishman, 
because living is cheaper in. Germany. 
But living is only cheaper in Germany 
because the working-man there lives so 
poorly ; owing to protection, clothes and 
all imported necessaries. such as, tea, 
coffee, and sugar, are dearer in Germany 
than in England. The English working- 
man’ is far more comfortably housed 
than the German.” Mr, Hall says: “Go 
into the average middle-¢lass’ house in 
Germany ; you will scarcely find, that 
‘one room has been invaded by the carpet 
manufacturers” (is thiis because it has 
now been discovered that the carpet 
is. the favourite breeding-ground and 
haunt of bacteria ?), “whereas with us 
now-a-days the better class. workman's 
wife must needs have her bit of carpet. 
Even though Germany is noted 
makes of pianos, I never remember 
having geen one in the house of a daily 
bread toiler.”

It is astonishing to what extent the 
common people and even the literati in 
this part of China believe the old story of 
foreigners taking out hearts and eyes, 
The Catholics are thought to be specially 
gifted in this direction by the few who 
know the difference between Catholics and 
Protestants, but most Chinese make no 
disti whatever. The native who 
cares to know something about the world 
in general will tell you that all Catholics aro 
Frenchmen and all Frenchmen Catholics, 
We are often told by the Chinese of 
the intense hatred cherished by the natives 
against the Catholics. Doubtless the Ca- 
tholics are well informed of the utter 
contempt of Protestants held by. Chinese. 
The conclusion of the whole matter is that 
there deep-seated josity againat 
all forei; and when a mob breaks out, 
all ecclesiastical and national distinctions 
are forgotten. 

To do the Chinese justice we must re- 
member that all the people who congregat 
when a riot is in pi are not neces- 
sarily rioters themselves.

that things must not be pressed, or the 
people would resist, The magistrate in 
turn himself disclaims any real powerto deal 
with elements so intractable. If he were 
really in earnest, and were sure of a backing 
in higher quarters, it would of course be easy 
to put an end to this kind of violence in a 
summary manner. But it is his cue to 
temporise and to plead helplessness, which 
is a direct incitement to the people to 
do as they like, It is next to certain in 
cases like this, that there is an understand- 
ing between the official and the “gentry,” 
as to the course to be taken. Whenever 
these, “gentry” are really united, and do 
not become wearied by .the persistence of 
the foreigner, they. are practically invin- 
cible.

“The strong dragon is no match for the 
local serpent,” for the latter knows all the 
in and outs of the territory, as the other 
cannot. In the countless cases of this 
sort, many of which have taken place within 
the past few years, it must strike the most 
careless observer, that the studied avoid- 
ance of any injury to the persons of the 
foreigner, or at least of any serious injury, 
is a feature of great significance.

When the famine broke out. in 
Honan during the second and third. years 
of Kuang Asti I maintained over threo 
hundred people at my own expense and was 
moreover deputed an agent of the Famine 
Relief Committee both in Honan and 
Shantung. All charges in connection with 
this work such as travelling expenses 
maintenance, hire of servants, etc., etc., 
‘were defrayed by me out of the rental of my 
property. Owing to my exertions I suc- 
ceeded in gettingasubscription of somes, 
500/600,000 in aid of the distress. When 
I came out of mourning I was appointed to 
my present post and as I find my salary 
and allowances quite sufficient to cover 
my expenses and those of my family I dare 
not retain superfluous property and thus 
call down resentment and tears on myself. 
Moreover the land in question is not part 
of my ancestral property and T’ would 
accordingly request permission to make 
over by deed of gift: these, 100 ch 

land in the Ch‘ingho district to the two 
districts of Ch‘ingho and Shanyang with a 
view to detraying the expenses of their 
schools and foundling hospitals. I would 
farther, venture to request that out of the

To the Editor of the 
‘Noxru-Cuuwa Dairy News. 

Sir,—Since I last wrote wo have been 
somewhat quieter, The Futai the 
attendant men-of-war Jeft on Thursday 
morning, and we looked in vain for 
any further protection until Friday even- 
ing when the Inconstant arrived, and a 
small Chinese gunboat ou Saturday. 

But the poor Britisher is still looking for 
the promisod Blue Jackets. When will 
they appear ? 

‘The vigorous action of the foreign resi- 
dents seems to have been a good lesson 
and would no doubt effectually quel- 
Jed the disturbance if it had been followed 
up by as vigorous a show of authority, and 
we should have been entirely free from 
further difficulty. But there is still a very 
decided anti-foreign feeling. 

‘The proclamation issued by the Taotai 
instead of soothing ths mngry feelings cf 
the people'is ‘calculated rather to irritate 
and is in fact causing‘an unedsy movement 
among the people. ‘Though the proclama- 
tion commands the people to return quietly 
to their homes under pein of immediate 
death if caught in any disturbance, yet he 
tacitly acknowledges that there may have 
been cause for the up-rising by saying : “If 
you find that these institutions kidnap or 
’teal children, don’t create any disturbance 
but bring the matter before the proper 
authorities to be dealt with.” 2

THE RIOT AT WUHU. 





(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 

For several days past rumours have been 
floating about that a mob had determined 
to loot and fire the property belonging to 
the Jesuit Fathers here, the reason for this 
being that a number of Chinese children 

Boon scized and killed, and their oyes 
taken out to make medi for the fathers. 
Very little notice was taken of these threats 
by tho foreigners, buton Tuesday we found 
that our confidence was misplaced. Soon 
afternoon of that day crowds beganto collect 
round the premises occupied by the Fathers, 
and at about4p.m. they broke through the 
walls, burst open the doors, drovethe Fathers 
out, and commenced looting aud destroying 
every thing they could find. They then set 
fire to the house iu the Fathers lived, 
and which was a did building only 
finished afew months since, the cathedral, 
hospital, and all other buildings in the 
compound, They next proceeded to the 
English Consulate, and began to throw 
stones through the windows, and destroy the 
flowers and other propertis in the garden, 
and it was only the timely arrival of the 
Taotai with some men, and the coolness 
of. the, Consul, that saved this fine 
building from being set on fire. Hundreds of 
ays natives were yelling, and howling 
round the place, and the Consul and his 
wife had to disguise themselves in Chinese 
clothes in order to escape from their fury. 

‘At 8 o'clock all the foreigners succeed ied 
in getting to the Custom House, which is on 
the bank of the river. The ladies and

At3 p.m. we 
were delighted by the arrival of three 
Chinese gunboats; these were anchored

where it would have euded none can 
tell, During the time the cathedral was 
being fired, men well dressed sin silks

The Chinese men-of-war which arrived 
at3p.m. on Wednesday were on their 
way up viver escorting H.E. Shéu Ping- 
chéng, Governor of Anhui, the late acting 
Viceroy at Nanking, who left here last 
week, and had uo knowledge of the 
riot. at. Wubu till they. arrived there. 
They auchured abreast of the yamén and 
after the Consul had been ‘on board, 
shifted their berths and moored inside the 
huiks so as to be able to get at the mob if 
necessary. Before they had arrived, some 
fifteen of the rioters had been arrested ai 
tied up, but H.E. suggested to the Taotai 
that he should release them, for if he wanted 
then again, he could always tind them, At 
5 p.m. the men-of-war fired blank cartridge 
‘aud soon after it began to. rain and the 
mob commeuced to melt away. (The vessel 
referred to by us yesterday was only a tran- 
sport and was loading rice, so she was 
not in a position to help the Taotai.) At 
7 p.m, the mob was quieter, and durin 
the. night, the soldiers. were firing blan 
cartridge to scare the people away. At 
0.30 a.m. on Thursday there was a small 
fire but it was soon put out, At la.m, the 
Yuenwo arrived, having made a smart run 
own from Kiukiang in response to » 
telegram, and at 6 a.m, the Tehising left 
for Shanghai and the Yuentwo left at noon. 

The mob went systematically to workand 
pulled down the buildings as if they were 

‘id for the job. They carefully took the 

inges off the doors and windows using 
screwdrivers, so that they might be sold or 
used again and took away in boate all they 
could carry. Before the houses were fired 
aman dressed in silks, with a fan in one 
hand and a red flag in the other, directed 
the mob where they were to work. 

On the morning of Wednesday when 
the second riot occurred, the rioters en- 
couraged each other with cries .of ta, ta, 
and then proceeded to the R. 
Mission. They could be seen: streaming 
into the compound like swarms of ants, and 
their numbers were estimated. at 10,000. 
The mob did not make. any demonstri 
tions against. the “Methodist “Episcopal 
(American) Mission which is some distance 
from the Roman Catholic premises, but

‘The Fathers just managed to escape by the 
back as the mob forced the main entrance, 
and succeeded in reaching the Letai hulk 
in safety: They remained on board the 
hulk for about half an hour and then. pro- 
ceeded to Chinkia Chinese junk. 

‘At this stage of the proceedings, abuat

‘The soldiers having 
apparently either exhausted their ammu- 
nition (blank) or their orders—or perhaps 
both,— shouldered their rusty muskets and 
disappeared at the double, leaving the 
rabble in full possession of the field to work 
their own sweet wills. They now pro- 
ceeded to ruthlessly destroy and fire the 
cathedral which was in an advanced stage 












seemed one mighty sea of strugg! 
savages, who gave vent to their feelin, 
mighty yells an they witnessed each fresh 
act of vandalism performed by their friends 
ithin the compound of the Fathers. The 
cousular boundary wall at last gave way in 
several places and the rabble streamed into 
the grounds trampling on and destroyin; 
whatever came in their way. Beyon 
throwing a few stones and sniashi-g some 
panes of glass they did no other dam 
to the Consulate. Up to this time the 
Consul and his wife had remained in their 
house, but momentarily fearing an attack, 
they disguised themselves in Chinexe clothes 
and by this means managed to run the 
wuntlet of the rabble and reached the 
stom House without sustaining ang in- 
jury, beyond being hustled a litte. Mrs. 

‘wed was ‘sent on board the Letai—all the 
other ladies having gone there in the earlier 
part of the day—where Mr. Weatherstone 
endeavoured to make everyone as comfort- 
tle as clroumetanves would perndt. 

‘On the frst alarm the Wuhu Customs’ 
Volunteer Force undor their adjutant 
(Captain Parr) got under must 
tay they presented idable ap- 
pearance, indeed, with their new Leo 
magazine rifles. Of their doings during 
this trouble I shall have something to 
say later 

‘The rabble having completely gutted all 
the buildings within the compound of the 
French Fathers proceeded next to loot and 
fire the school house belonging to this 
mission, This completed, nothing interven- 
ed between them and the Custom House save 
a row of houses, newly erected by the 
French Fathers and occupied by the mem- 
bers of the Customs’-outdoor staff. Theso 
had all been evacuated in order that the 
men might be concentrated at the Cus- 
tom House for its better defence, and, 
therefore, fell an easy prey to the rabble, 
who proceeded to loot these houses in 
thoroughly business style, and then at- 
tempted to fire them. In this diabolical 
‘attempt they were bappily frustrated bj 
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action of the Customs’ staff who soon 

‘the flames subdued. Had they succeeded 
‘in firing these’ buildings, the Custom Housé 
must inevitably’ “have’ been dedtruyéd. 
Some clever and plucky ‘captures of inc 
diaries and looters were'made by 
toms’ volanteer force, ‘who really 
their’ weapons splendidly ; indeed, some of 
their charges against the mob were executed 
in first-class style, and I may add a word 
of praise for the gentleman who'so bril- 
liantly led these charges: “After the loo! 
ing of the officers quarters, the Customs’ 
Library was transformed into  temporaty 
barrack-room for the accommodation’ of 
the volunteer force. “It was. rumotired 
on the morning of the “13th: that ‘the 
mob having failed in their attack ‘on the 
Customs’ premises on the previous d 
intended at 5 o'clock p.m. to again” mal 
the attempt. Long before that hour, how- 
ever, immense crowds assembled along the 
shore in front of the Customs, and towards 
5 o'clock p.m. began to throw stones, On 
receiting the first volley :of' stones the 
Customs’ force charged: the mob and drove 
them back. ‘The force was ther drawn across 
he shore in order to prevent the mob puss- 
ing through, ftor a time, found 
this restraint somewhat irksome and very 
soon gave vent to their feclings in: a 
shower of stones which struck some uf 
the Customs’ force rather sevorely.

A TRIP TO FUNGYANG. 

Tt was a dismal rainy day when we left 
Nanking fore donkey-ride toFungyang, 120 
males to the north-west, - We would ‘fain 
have postponed the start, for the prospect 
of ‘ret clothing and muddy roads was not 
inviting, but our baggage and animals had 
crossed the Yangtze the day before, and we 
folt obliged to follow. ‘There was too much 
water for the ferry-buat, but we found a 
sampan willing to cross and, the wind being 
favourable, ten minutes landed us on the 
northern shore where our donkey-boy 
did not mect me, as he -had promised 
to do, -For two miles we trudged over 
a low, swampy flat which is wholly 
given up to growth. of reeds, being 
covered by water at some seasons of the 
year. We met our laggard: boy just out- 
side the gate of P‘uk‘ou (781), a de- 
serted city which reminds one of a wel 
known building in Amsterdam, called ‘tho

a magnificent city-wall, dating from the 
Ming Dynasty, with scarcely a house in 
the whole it nly exceptions 
being the military barracks and a few gar- 
donors’ cottages, It certainly cannot be 
said of P‘uk‘ou as of somo larger places 
that “you cannot see the city for the 
houses.” ‘The whole town has escaped 
through the North Gato outside of which 
there is quite a large suburb of some ten 
thousand inhabitants, Mere we rested 
for afew moments at a decent inn to re- 
fresh our jaded spirits with a cup of tea 
and get our luggage securely tucked away 
under the tarpaulin before vent in 
into the drenching rain, The road winds 
out of P‘uk‘ow over the shoulder of a low 
range of hills, running parallel with the 
river, and along the bank of a c-nal which 
was cut some years ago to connect the T'ien 


Ho (KM), otherwise known as the Lu-ho 
River, with the Yangtze. This cut-off, 
which is available only during the season 
of high water, saves nearly a hundred 
miles, The road we followed was the high- 
way, said to have been built by Hang Wu, 
connecting Nanking with Fungyang and 
joining, a short distance this side of 
the Inter place, another road through 
Linghuaikuan to Peking. ‘The greater 
part of it is now in fad repair, but 
the remains show that once it was 
uo means an unworthy piece of work- 
manship. The rond-bed is generally about 
25 ft. wide but in some places fully 60 ft., 
and built up in many parts 12 and 16 ft. or 
more above the plain. Thad been over it 
veveral times before and spoken in en- 
thusiastic termsof its character ascompared 
with the ordinary Chinese road, but my 
admiration fell several degrees before I had 
made the first day’s journey of this trip. 
‘The weather was sufficient to dampen 
everything, feelings included. The small 
hoofs and slender legs of the donkeys 
sank far into the mud and to add to my 
discomfort Iwas pitched head foremost 
into my umbrella, badly. damaging th: 
valuable article. About ten miles f: 
P'uk‘ou we crossed the Tsien river by an 
old stone bridge of five well-turned arches, 
‘The upper part of the masoury and the 
pavement have been’ almost entirely de- 
stroyed, but it was once a beautifnl struc 
ture. Several thousand persons are said 
to have been beheaded here durin; 
Taiping Rebellion. It is known as Matan. 
k‘iao, “Seven miles more brought us to 


Siko (F2B) where. we decided to rest for 
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the night. A long, straggling village, the 
houses partly of mad and. partly of brick 
| With roofs of thatch—suchis Siko. But our 
| inn was better than the average one and our 
j host a pleasant man.. It proved to be the 
‘ onlyinn (on the journey) thatgave us a room 
| to ourselves, a small room at the aide of the 
ner court, about 15 ft. long by 10 ft. 
j wide. A table in the middle and a bed at 
each end represented the furniture. But 
we were not fastidious, the supper seemed 
most savoury, the neighbours who came in 
ta chat were sociable, and when we spread 
our bedding out for the night even the 
hard boards seemed as comfortable as could 
be desired. 

The next morning we inquired of the 
“oldest inhabitant” and other weather 
prophets whether or not it would rain 
during the day. ‘ Impossible” was the 
general. response, The ckies, however, 
were not to be restrained by such predic- 
tions and we waded slowly on through 
a steady down-pour, reaching Ch‘uchen 
about the middle of the afternoon, where 
we found comfortable quarters with three 
young Englishmen, whose Chinese house 
has been sufficiently Anglicised to meot the 
needs of the foreigner. This old city was 


formerly known as Obiozang GRE) and 
ung 











was for a time the home of ‘a whose 
uncle, leading an uprising against the last. 
Yuen Emperor, made this place bis capital, 
calling himself the Chinyang King. His 
by populartradition to be buried 
e city wall, justover theSouth gate, 
There are some remains of the former splen- 
dour of the place. Four out uf five pagodas 
are still standing though in a dilapidated 
condition and among the beautiful hills 
which rise outside the gates are ruins of 
pleasure-gardens and temples hidden away 
in m shady and sequestered spot. 
There is a ve quality of blue-vemed 
marble found hese hills. The city was 
very badly injured during the Taiping 
Rebellion when it was for a long time the 
headquarters of an independent rebel chief. 
Many interesting tales are told of that 
period, but the limits of this letter will not 
admit of any relation of them. Some ten 
miles beyond Ch‘uchen we reached the 
foot of the Kusushan (9 jy) range, hardly 
to be dignified with the title of moun- 
tains, though rising to a considerable 
height above, the surrounding eouutry.

THE ATTACK ON THE 
CZAREVITCH. 

The Rising Sun and Nagasoki Express 
of the 13th gives the following account of 
this deplorable affair :— 

From telegrams to band, it appears that 
the Imperial party had just left the Otsu 
Keneho, shortly after 2 p.m. on the Lith, 
most probably on the point of returning to 
the railway station to go back to Kioto, 
We presume the usual procession had 
formed and lined the route taken by the 
visitore, and that all the available police 
been mustered to preserve order 
nd clear the way. The procession was 
moving quietly along, when, without. the 
lightest warning, a police constable named 








Sanzo"Teuds, who wad on duty at the time, 


suddenly drew his sword and aimed a blow 
at the Czarevitch’s head, striking him 
across the forehead with the edge of the 
weapon, and inflicting ‘a¢serious, but not 
dangerous, wound. A ‘police: inspector 
who. was just in front of the Czarevitch, at 
once disarmed him, and he was arrested. 
‘The Ozarevitch’s wound was immediately 
attended to by the Russian doctor in- 
cluded in the’ Prince's suite, and the 
prey hastened back to Kioto, where the 
rince still remains, and is, we believe, 
recovering from the shock sustained, ‘The 
wound on his forehead 'is said 
three inches long, but not very deep., The 
probabiliti at this report is under- 
rated rather than exaggerated. ‘His 
Majesty the Emperor left Tokio at 5 
o'clock the following morning for Kioto to 
offer his sympathy in the matter in per- 
son.
